corder, that counsel are to be allowed great
liberties in opening a oase, or (to use his own
Ianguage) that “‘the widest scope, the utmost
license, should be given where a man's lifs is
involved." But surely his Honor never in-

tended to express the opiuion that an advo- |

cate is at liberty to
“Distort the truth, acen mulate the le,
And plle the pyramid of calumupy!”

Surely his Honor will admit that if great
freedom is allowed in an opening speech to
the jury, he who makes it 1s responsible in
some degree to the court of which he is an
officer, to the publie of which he is a servant,
snd to justice of which he is a minister.
Surely the Recorder will not affiem that even
in the discharge of a delicate and diffionlt
duty an attorney for the defense may pro-
perly disregard all distinetions between truth
and falsehood, and dole out to the panel with
a simulsted sincerity theories which he knows
to be bottomless, and notions which are
simply the creations, dirty and distorted, of
bis own walicious ingenunity. Is & lawyer to
disregard ull the suggestions of honor, and
to run a minck against innocent persons who
may cross the path which he has pleased or
has been forced to take? Is it consistent
with professional purity, judging by the ac-
copted standard of the profession itself, to
anticipate impossible proceedings on the part
of the prosecution, and npon the strength f
such surmises to toss to the jury all mannoer
of ex parte insinuations and absurd conjec-
tures 7 What is to be thought of an advocate
who does this, and who, upon being properly
rebuked for it, can make no better apolog
than Mr. Spencer made ?—an apology whic
pleased the public not at all, and the gentle-
man’s associates just as little ?—an apology
which can satisfy neither the honorabls,
because it is immoral, nor the dis-
honorable, because their eyes see in it
only the evidence of cowardice? What is
to be thought of that professional enthu-
siasm which leads & lawyer, for the sake of
his client in jeopardy, to make a complete
sacrifice of his own reputation, and to fling
away in an hour that standing in court which
it may have taken years to secure? To be
sure, Mr. Spencer might ask, with tears in
his eyes, why he should be made the scape-
goat, and why Mr. John Graham should have
piled upon the shoulders of his junior the
responsibility of leading in the work of defa-
mation, and insult, and abuse, to be judi-
ciously employed in the futare mansgement
of the defense ¥ Does Mr, Spencer remember
& certain fable of a monkey who wanted his
chesnuts roasted, and of a cat who was com-
pelled to roast them ?

If any reader thinks that we are speaking
too harshly of Mr. Spencer's opening speech,
we cowmend him to the second perusal of the
speech itself—an oration which piously began
with an aprea.l “‘to that Divine Qreator who
holds us all in the hollow of His hard"—the
same Divine Creator alladed to by Mr, John
Graham in these energetic rewnrks of G —q
d—n you,"” which he subsequently addressed
to Judge Davis, and of “‘G—d d—n it"
which be flung in the face of the astonished
Recorder. Are we right in supposing that
Mr. Spencer's *‘Divine Creator” and Mr,
Grabam'’s “G—d" are one and the same
Being? Between these two lawyers the trial of
the cause most certainly assnmed a higaly
theological aspect. It is hardly tobe sapposed,
however, that a God »f trath would smile
upon Mr. Bpencer's farrago of falsehoods
direct and insinuated; and that He has not
smiled, we may reasonably assume from the
forlorn and morally ragged condition in
which Mr. Spencer to-day tinds himself.

unreasonable prejudice against him, Yet,

We sloalil
certainly have no difficulty in pointing them
out. The arqtum of reporting ssrmons in-
discriminately is open o this and oth-r
objections.

Thera
bas been of late enoungh, and more than
enongh, of “‘sensation preaching,"” in the bad
sense of the pbrase, if not too mnch in the
good. Rev, Mr. Bmyth's late experience, if
deserving of censure, must be thought so not

example, We hope it will be & warning to

A new fact is just ravealed. A few wosks
ago it was formally announced that General
Grant had gone into the real-estate business
in a regular and legitimate way. In other
words, that out of the yield of his invest-
ments, or the accumulations of his wilitary
pay or the savings of his salary, he had made
certain purchases in New Jersey and Mary-
land—Long Branch and Bladensburg being
the designated spots. The Newark Zhily
Advertiser went off in & paroxysm of State
exhilaration, and boasted that the President
had become a Jerseyman by virtue of his
having, as he had a perfect right to do, bought
a cottage at Long Branch. It was clearly
gtated as a purchase, and the measnraments
of the lot and the equipments of the house
were given in the true Gueorge Robbins style.
It now turns out that the Long Branch mat-
ter is another gift enterprise after all, and it
cowes to light in this way. That eminent
judicial exile, Mr. Bradley, formerly of New
Jersey, on his southwestern trip, has hal
occasion to vindicate himself from soms
aspersion in connection with this Loug
Branch investment, for we read in the Radi-
cal papers of a day or two ago that

“lon., J. F. Bradley, who passed through Louis-
ville last week on his way wo New Orleans, wrote
uote 1o the editor of the Courter-Jowrnal of the
former city, denying in the most positive mannoe

that he had anything 0 do wish Presdent Graat's
vilin ut Long Branch,'

Thero are two exciting famala conventions

on the people. The questions of wages and
of bours of labor are always in order, whila
the ballot and the right to hold office are apt
to be very dull subjects to the masses. A
working girl who sees a chance to have

her wages incrensed or her hoara of
Inbor reduced by this movement is
very likely to approve of the prinsipla,

even if she is compelled to swallow suifrage
and the ballot along with the increased pay.
These cheering indieations, and the enlivean-
ing news from England, ought to give our
revolutionary demsels confidence enough to
carry on the movement in future without auy
aid whatever, even such as it is, from the
men.

THE OBAGE SWINDLE IN THE SENATE,
From the N, ¥, Sun.

‘T'he thanks of the country are due to Mr,
Morrill, ¢f Maine, for exposing, in a recent
debate in the Benate, a gigantic land job in
Kansas, for which Senators Ross and Pome-
roy stood sponsors, and Ly which the Osage
Indiaus were to be bled for the benofit of six
railrond companies, only one of which had
any existence except on paper,

Jy the solemn treaty of the Government,
entered into long ago, the Great and Little
Osage Indians were assigned to a reservation
of lands, located in and contiguous to what
wis subsequently erected into the State of
Kansas, amounting to 58,000,000 acres. Re-
cently, and in violstion of law, several thon-
sands of adventurers have squatted upon
those lands, and have fomented quarrels
with the owners by taking possession of their
farms, their cabins, their cattle, and their
crops. Under the pressare of the ciroum.
stances the Indians were, a year or two ago,
induced to enter into » sort of treaty or agrec-
ment by which they were to yield up the
lands, with all the improvements thereon,
for £1,600,000, or at the rate of 20 eents per
acre, But this treaty or arrangement, on
bewng presented in Washington, was not rati.
fied or approved, probably becausa the lndian
Dureau regarded it as a swindle, Jnst at this
juncture these six railrond corposations, five
of which, according to the adwission of Sena-
tor Pomeroy, are only *‘proposed roads"—
that is to say, mere paper roads—turned np
in Washington, asd procured a bill to be ye-
ported from the conveniont Indisn Commit-
tee of the Seuate, of which Mr. Harlan is
chairman, transferring to them these 8,000,-
(04 nores of valuable land lor the sum of
81,600,000,

At the very lowest estimate these lands
wust be worth $1 per acre. Hence, if this
bill could be passed, these six railroads wonld
make the snug little sum of 6,400,000, or a
willion each, with a margin of $100,000 to
epare. The chicanery of this measure was
ummuﬁly exposed in the very able spesch
of Mr. Morrill, of Maine, of whom it is not
too much to say that Le is one of the fore-
Iwost stalesmen of the conntry.

Of course, nobody will believe that any-
body vutvide of thess railroads was to male
any money out of this gigautic job, and cer-
toinly no Senntor! We confess, however, it
wonld throw some valuable light on the anb.
